It revealed the work 
that, the forest preserve district 
has accomplished since it first be­ 
came an idea in 1893, a municipal- 
of forest land once belonging to 
land in Deer Grove near Palatine 
in 1916, and a territory of 34,000 
acres witii 150 miles of trails, golf 
courses, swimming pools, and a 
haven for lovers of nature with its 
8,000 picnic benches. 
The original charter of the mu­ 
nicipality provided for the creation 
of forest preservation with its 
scenery, timber, and natural scenic 
growths for the “education, plea­ 
sure, and recreation” of city worn 
dwellers. 
As the city of Chicago outgrew 
its boundaries with such alarming 
speed, it was felt that an “outer 
belt” of parks was its only salva­ 
tion to preserve the beauties of 
nature and the forest preserve dis­ 
trict purchased land that had re­ 
tained to some extent the fastness 
the Indians.

Demonstrate Legion 
Activities in 
Northwest Cook Co. 


(Continued from page I) 


Commander Collins of the Cook 
County Council gave a short talk 
on the origin of the name of the 
Legion at the Paris 
Caucus 
in 
March, 1919. Commander Bitting- 
er of the Departm ent of Illinois 
paid a tribute to the District and 
eloquently welcomed Commander 
Kelly to the Department. Mel-Tier- 
ney Drum and Bugle Corps rend­ 
ered a very popular interlude of 
Drum and Bugle Corps music. Com­ 
mander O’Brien in a brief introduc­ 
tion describing the rise of Com­ 
mander Kelly to the highest office 
in the Legion, presented the N a­ 
tional Commander of the Ameri­ 
can Legion. 
Commander 
Kelly 
began 
his 
speech with a bit of Irish humor 
commemorating St. Patricks day 
and then launched into his mes­ 
sage of the Legion to the Legion 
and the public. He emphasized that 
the preamble—The Legions pledge 
of service— formulated when the 
Legion was young, would take its 
place among the historic documents 
of the nation’s history’. He pointed 
out how through the y’ears the Le­ 
gion had maintained its pledge re­ 
gardless of criticism until today at 
full stature the program has been 
vindicated. He called attention to 
the fact th at the average age of a 
legionnaire was 47. 
Now in the 
prime of life, they were taking their 
rightful place in positions of trust 
in the life of the nation. Some 150 
members of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives; thirty members of the 
United States Senate; eighteen gov­ 
ernors of states; two members of 
the President’s cabinet and count­ 
less others holding office in local 
communities throughout the coun­ 
try'. “These men,” he stated, “by 
reason of their service to the coun­ 
try during the World W ar are im­ 
bued with the one ideal of preser­ 
vation of our institutions from all 
enemies either 
from without or 
within.” He mentioned the danger 
of insidious propaganda in our 
school system carried on by a 
small minority of our teachers. He 
called attention to the veteran who 
became disabled in the war. He 
pointed out that the death ratio of 
veterans was 12% higher than that 
of all other groups. 
A hundred 
Veterans a day answer the last 
roll call. Yet in spite of this the 
membership in the Legion is in­ 
creasing and will this year surpass 


all records. He warned against be­ 
coming involved in the present Eu­ 
ropean conflict; .stating the causes 
of Europe’s w ars had been existing 
for the last 800 years. And that re­ 
gardless of the occasions precipat- 
ing the current w ar the underly­ 
ing cause had the background of 
centuries of strife. Here in America 
a government 
had 
been 
formed 
w ith a different ideal than that of 
Europe. Tho early pioneer as he 
battled 
his way westward from 
frontier to frontier into the set­ 
ting sun had only the courage to­ 
gether w’ith the faith in the Amer­ 
ican ideal of the individual right to 
carve out a destiny of free oppor­ 
tunity for himself and his fam ily; 
here to create a country where men 
might be free and homes safe just 
so long as the rights of his neigh­ 
bor were respected. 
Commander Kelly called on all 
citizens to live up to their obliga­ 
tions of citizenship—to 
preserve 
this the best—this the land of the 
largest opportunity for 
all and 
concluded with an urgent appeal to 
preserve this America safe and se­ 
cure for the generations to come. 
Mr. Kelly received a tremendous 
standing ovation from the audience 
and was compelled twice to stand 
and recognize this tribute to a sin­ 
cere and brilliant uatriot. 
Commanders of the Posts in the 
District whose 
membership 
had 
reached 100% of last year were 
then publicly introduced to Com­ 
mander Kelly by D istrict Senior 
Vice 
Commander 
Cunningham, 
with Merle-Guild Post of Arlington 
Heights having the place of honor 
by reason of their being first to 
reach their quota 
Commander O’Brien turned the 
gavel back to the Host Post—Mel- 
Tierney—and Commander Hirsch- 
berg called on all to stand in silent 
tribute to our soldier dead. The na­ 
tional Colors were retired and the 
meeting was adjourned. 
Those present had been given a 
picture of the fulfillment of 21 
years of patriotic day by day ser­ 
vice contributed by the most tre­ 
mendous force for the preservation 
of the American Ideal in the coun­ 
try today. It was clear that on this 
21st birthday, the American Le­ 
gion could stand before the country 
with a record 
pledge of 
service 
kept, and surely a guarantee that 
men of valor, imbued with love of 
country cannot fail to preserve it.

“Music 
Appreciation 
in 
Schools” was presented by 
M argaret Thompson and Mr. Mel­ 
vin 
Anderson, 
assisted 
by 
the 
school orchestra and glee club 
Mr. Anderson gave a fine intro­ 
duction of music as the greatest 
heritage of humankind. 
Enjoy­ 
ment was the ultim ate aim of mu­ 
sic, he said, and the school tried 
to create an enjoyment and appre­ 
ciation of fine music through per 
formance and listening. He list»*d 
four elements as the basis of taste 
—rhythm , melody, harmony and 
form. The school tried to provide 
musical experience in ail four ele­ 
ments to help children get a keen­ 
er appreciation of music. 
Miss Thompson clearly present­ 
ed the work of each grade in d e ­ 
veloping these four elements, be­ 
ginning in the 
kindergarten and 
first grade with melody and rhythm 
instilled 
through 
performance 
which, in these early years takes 
the form of eurythm ics—physical 
movement inspired by the mood of 
music, singing songs and listening; 
on through the fifth grade where 
harmony is first introduced; and 
through the eighth where pupils 
I get a brief introduction to form, the 
physical 
limits 
of 
compositions 
such as sonatas, symphonies, etc. 
Mi ss Thompson, discussing 
in­ 
strum ental music, 
said 
the real 
problem was how to choose an in­ 
strum ent. Th ret* factors must bt 
taken into consideration: first of 
all, the child’s interest, the family 
finances, and the physical ability 
of the child to handle his chosen in­ 
strum ent. Long arm s are needed 
for 
certain 
string 
instrum ents; 
good teeth for wind instrum ents. 
In the school, class lesson plans are 
used, violinists studying in a group, 
clarinets in another, etc. In these 
classes children are given a work­ 
ing knowledge of their instrum ents 
and are taught how to take care of 
them. The ultim ate goal is to have 
the children play in the hand or the 
orchestra. 
The school attem pts, 
too, to create enough interest in the 
instrum ent chosen by the child so 
that he will continue with his study 
after he graduates. 
A most interesting feature of the 
program 
was 
Miss 
Thompson’s 
“building” an orchestra right be­ 
fore the audience. She explained 
the various instrum ents, the group 
to which they belonged, their tone, 
and the particular p art they play­ 
ed m the orchestra 
as a whole. 
First the various 
string 
instru­ 
ments were played separately, then 
as a unit; and so on through the 
reeds, brasses and percussion in­ 
strum ents. 
Finally, the separate 
tones were played together and a 
delightful orchestra selection was 
the result. 
The Glee club, directed 
by Mr. 
Anderson, sang two numbers which 
were especially enjoyed in the light 
of the preceding presentations.

Making 
Pastures 
Qreener 


“During the last few years more 
attention has been given to pasture 
improvement 
than 
heretofore,” 
states Farm Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
“ For a long time we have had an 
idea that land in pasture was self 
sustaining and would not require 
improvement. It is true that a cer­ 
tain amount of the crop is returned 
to the soil in pastures but w-e must 
keep in mind that milk and meat re­ 
quire fertility to be produced and 
quantities of nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potash are removed from a pas­ 
ture. Therefore, after a number of 
years pasture lands 
become de­ 
pleted and these elements should 
be returned to get maximum bene­ 
fits from pasture lands. 


“J. C. Hackelmann of the Col­ 
lege of A griculture outlines five 
steps for pasture improvement. We 
suggest that any farm ers interest­ 
ed in building up his pasture en­ 
close a part tiiat needs building 
with a fence and follow these five 
steps at this time of the year. 
“ I. Test and treat the soil. A 
soil test should be made to determ ­ 
ine whether limestone or phosphate 
is inadequate. 
There is no use 
making application of 
either of 
these two if they are not needed. 
Fanners who care to may take two 
or three samples of soil from a pas­ 
ts re nod bring them to the Farm 
Bureau office and we will he glad 
to run a test. The samplles should 
be taken at least two inches deep 
and rnimix'red taking a sample at 
least ever} two or three acres or 
on the n ii ne i | vie 
changes in soil 
types. 
It would not hurt to get 
one or two samples twelve to fifteen 
inches deep. These samples should 
be air dried before submitted for 
test. Then if limestone 
or rock 
phosphate is needed just as soon as 
the ground will do make applica­ 
tion of these m aterials. 
Immedi­ 
ately after they are applied the 
land should be cut with a disc. 
“2. Disc thoroughly. As soon as 
the soil is dry enough the part of 
the pasture being improved should 
he cut with a disc 
even though 
there is sod on this ground it won’t 
hurt to cut it up. This will mix the 
limestone and phosphate with the 
top surface. 
3. “Seed heavily. 
For the most 
part ten pounds of sweet clover is 
the best application on a new pas­ 
ture. Alfalfa might be used in place 
of sweet clover. In any case the 
seed should be inoculated, lf the 
stand of grass has been thin add 
at least four jjounds of timothy. 
Following this the ground should 
he rolled or harrowed. 
4. “Control grazing. The reseed­ 
ed area should he fenced and live­ 
stock not allowed on it until well 
in the summer. 
Grazing during 
the following years should be limit­ 
ed so as to get a good top growth 
of cover on the field. If two parts 
of a field are being improved an al­ 
ternate system of grazing would be 
helpful. If sweet clover is seeded 
an effort s h o u ld be made to main­ 
tain it year after year. Close graz­ 
ing during the fall months of the 
year when the sweet clover makes 
seeds will allow these seed to be 
tram pled into the ground hut be 
careful and not clip all the sweet 
clover cdr the first year because 
the tops will be exhausted and it 
will not come back the second year 
and practically no gain will be 
made fur having gone to all this 
trouble. 
5. “Clip weeds.

Liens for Storage and Repairs.— 
In 1921 the Illinois legislature en­ 
acted a law providing that “every 
person, firm, or corporation who 
has expended labor, skill or ma­ 
terials upon any chattel, or has fu r­ 
nished storage for said chattel, at 
the request of its owner, reputed 
owner, or authorized agent of the 
owner, or lawful possessor there­ 
of, shall have a lien upon such 
chattel beginning on the date of the 
commencement of such expendi­ 
ture of labor, skill and m aterials 
or of such storage for the contract 
price for all such expenditure of 
labor, skill or m aterials, or foe all 
such storage, or in the absence of 
such contract price, for the reas- 
onaole worth of such expenditure 
of labor, skill and m aterials, or of 
such storage, for a period of one 
year from and after the completion 
of such expenditure of labor, skill 
or m aterials, or of such storage, 
or in the absence of such contract 
price, for the reasonable worth of 
such expenditure of labor, skill and 
m aterials, or of such storage, for a 
{>eriou of one year from and after 
the completion of such expenditure 
of labor, skill or materials, or of 
such storage, notwithstanding the 
fact that the possession 
of such 
chattel has been surrendered to 
the owner, or lawful 
possessor 
thereof.” 
Garagemen 
and 
auto­ 
mobile mechanics form the largest 
class of persons 
benefiting from 
this law. A fanner who has work 
done on his automobile or tractor 
is subject to the lien. 
A fter a chattel has been return­ 
ed to the owner, this lien lasts for 
only OO days, unless within the <>0 
days the lien claimant files a notice 
of claim with the county recorder. 
Decisions of the 
Illinois Su­ 
preme Court have determined that 
a chattel m ortgage or conditional 
sales contract made prior to the 
time labor or storage is provided 
takes precedence 
over the 
lien 
created by this law. This means 
that when an automobile or trac­ 
tor is sold to satisfy the debts of 
the owner, the sales agency or im­ 
plement company holding a chattel 
m ortgage or conditional sales con­ 
tract will receive payment on any 
balance due them before a garage- 
man will be paid for storage or 
labor. This lien may be enforced 
by foreclosure and sale. 
The law referred to may be found 
in the Illinois Revised Statutes, 
chapter 82, sections 40-47. 


Soybean Seed Fair 
In Northern Illinois 


As a result of a number of tests 
made in Cook county of soybean 
seed sent to the University and 
the State Seed Testing Department 
it has been found that seed grown 
in the northeastern corner of the 
state germ inates much better than 
soybeans from the corn belt. The 
reason given for this is that dur­ 
ing tile m aturity season tem pera­ 
tures w'ere much higher in the corn 
belt section than in the northeast­ 
ern section and the 
germination 
\va^ injured at that time. Appar­ 
ently seed from this section germ ­ 
inates from 75 to 90%. 
Many 
samples from the central part of 
the state go far below 50%. 
F anners wishing to have seed 
germinated are advised that they 
may take as much as a pint or a 
teacup full of email seed and put 
them in a cloth sack which should 
be tied and labeled with a shipping 
tag and mailed to the State Seed 
Testing departm ent, Armory build­ 
ing, Springfield, 
j The return ad­ 
dress should be clearly indicated 
on the tag. Each farm er is entitled 
to five tests of field seed. 


summer time light applications of 
ammonium sulfate can be made to 
supply the nitrogen which would lie 
supplied by sweet clover in im­ 
proving a pasture. 
“By light applications we mean 
perhaps a pound of nitrate of soda 
scattered over an average lawn and 
watered clown with a hose. 
“It is im portant that the nitrate 
of soda not be put on too heavy 
otherwise it will burn the foliage. 
We suggest that fairly heavy ap­ 
plications of ammonium sulfate be 
made on a small spot in an out of 
the way place to become acquainted 
with its effects. 
“The nitrogen should not be ap­ 
plied until after spring growth has 
started and 
small grasses have 
grown up probably an inch high.”

heavy growth of weeds may come 
up in the fall of the year which 
may be clipped but not too late. At 
any rate the sickle bar should be 
raised six to eight inches high so I 
that very little of the legumes will I 
be injured by the mowing. If clip- 
ping is done close more injury will j 
result to the sweet clover and al­ 
falfa than to the weeds. It will lie 
better not to clip at all than to clip 
closely. 
“In numerous places in the state 
these Tulles have been follow-ed w-ith 
excellent results and we suggest 
to Cook County dairymen that this 
procedure should be follow-ed by 
those who w-ould like to have better 
pastures than they have.” 


IMPROVING LAWNS 


“People who have law-ns with a j 
sparse grow-th of grass and w’ho j 
would like to improve their law-ns j 
might follow the same general pro­ 
cedure as for improving pastures. 
The old law-ns may be cut up in 
any way that will tear the sod up 
as indicated above. 
“ Usually law-ns have plenty of 
lime and there is no need for test­ 
ing. However, phosphate and pot­ 
ash are generally deficient and we 
would suggest th at an application 
of a bag of 0-20-20 be made before 
the lawn is torn up. The seeding 
of course should be bluegrass and 
probably White Dutch clover. 
The iaw-n 
may be thoroughly 
rolled again and kept watered so 
as to give the young grass a chance 
to grow-. 
Usually it would have 
been better to do this in the fall 
rather than in the spring. In the
